An army officer, discussing recently 
with friends the surprising immunity 
fro m sickness o f the Japanese tro o ps 
as manifested in the present war, said 
that, while the first cause was do ubt­ 
less the diet prescribed, the real rea­ 
so n was to be found in the way the 
dietary is adhered to. The Anglo-

centuries of perso nal liberty in eating 
and drinking and the o rdering o f his 
daily regimen to suit himself had giv­ 
en him a certain independence.

NEW KIND OF GOOD BUTTER. 


Cocoa nut Oil Will Make an Article 
Cheaper and Better Than Oleo. 
Dr. Henner, a German cbemlst, has 
been ex perimenting with co co anut oil, 
and finds that it makes a satisfacto ry 
article of butter. 
It co ntains 7 per 
cent of so luble acids, namely, butyric 
acid and capric o r decylic acid, which 
gives the butter a pleasant aro ma and 
savo r, making it taste so mething like 
a hazelnut. 
This butter will 
keep 
fifteen 
o r 
twenty days beio re sho wing any acid 
reactio n, and sustains many of the 
tests of true butter, fo r which It is a 
better substitute than o leo margarine 
and can be 
pro duced 
much 
mo re 
cheaply. Po sterity will face a scarcity 
o f milk and the butter made there­ 
fro m, so rapid is the increase o f popu- 
latioM and so restricted in co mpariso n 
with the available area fo r pasturage, 
and perhaps the cocoa tree may come 
In as the mo st useful aux iliary o f the 
cow anywhere to be found. 
Much may be hoped from Dr. Hen- 
ner’s ex periments, as leading the way 
to o thers, and po ssibly to final success, 
thus utilizing a substance which can 
he pro duced practically witho ut limit 
mud which Is o f kno wn who leso meness 
and purity.

Served 
very ho t at the table the rice sho uld 
then be reverently treated with cay­ 
enne pepper and butter, after which 
will he revealed to the co nsumer o ne 
cff the secrets o f the success o f the 
Japanese army.—^New York Medic» !

Judge Jesse Fell, had 
fo r so me time believed that the “sto ne 
co al,” as it was then called, wo uld, if 
p ro p erly ignited, make a fire better 
and mo re lasting than wo o d. Attemp ts 
to burn it had. failed, but Judge Fell 
evo lved the idea that draft was neces­ 
sary.

“Fro m the size and general charac­ 
ter o f the fish co mp o sing the scho o l 
It was ap p arent that they did no t be­ 
lo ng to the great litto ral scho o ls which 
advanced fro m the so uth, and It was 
p resumed they came fro m so mewhere 
to the eastward In the deep sea. The 
scho o l o ften disap p ears entirely fro m 
certain lo callU ^ and leaves no sign; 
hut It is believed their mo vements are 
p ractically the same no w as in 1820, 
the date when mackerel fishing as­ 
sumed imp o rtance.
